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Wife’s tribute to 
‘perfect soldier’ 


A BORN and bred Ely 
man was among the 
eight British soldiers 
killed in a 24-hour per¬ 
iod in Afghanistan. 

Tributes have been paid 
to Corporal Lee Scott, who 
was killed in an explosion 
just north of Nad-e Ali in 
Helmand Province last 
Friday. 

The 26-year-old was taking 
part in the army’s high-profile 
Operation Panther’s Claw, aimed 
at seizing Taliban strongholds. 

Cpl Scott, of the 2nd Royal 
Tank Regiment, was born at Ely’s 
Princess of Wales Hospital and 
grew up in Littleport, where he 
attended the village’s comm¬ 
unity primary school. 

He later studied at the City of 
Ely Community College, until 
leaving for the army at the age of 
16. 

Cpl Scott then moved to King’s 
Lynn, Norfolk, where he married 
his wife Nikki. 

The soldier also leaves two 
children, a four-year-old son Kai 
and eight-month-old daughter, 
Brooke. 

Mrs Scott paid tribute to her 
husband, who she described as 
the “most loving, kindest, 
thoughtful person you could 
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ever meet”. 

She added: “Lee was not only 
my husband but my best friend. 

“He was so full of life and 
permanently had a cheeky grin 
on his face. 

“I am so proud to be his wife. 

“As well as the army, his family 
were his life. He was the best 
daddy to Kai and Brooke and he 
will live on through them. 

“Lee will always be in our 
thoughts and this is a devast¬ 
ating loss to the whole family.” 

Cpl Scott, known as Scotty 
among his troop and leaders, 
was described as a “hugely 
popular” figure with charisma 
and a “keen and canny tactical 
brain”. 

Catherine Jenkinson-Dix, 
principal of the City of Ely 
Community College, where Lee 
studied, said the school was 
proud to name him among its 
past students 

She said: “There is no doubt 
that Lee served with honour and 
distinction and the college is 
proud to be associated with him. 

“Our thoughts are with his 
family and friends.” 

Cpl Scott was one of eight 
British servicemen killed in what 


is described as the bloodiest 24 
hours since the start of 
operations in Afghanistan in 
2001 . 

A total of 15 servicemen were 
killed last week in total, includ¬ 
ing three who were aged just 18. 

The tragic loss of lives has 
spearheaded an explosive 
governmental debate as to 
whether British troops have the 
necessary equipment to be 
fighting there. 

But Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown insists he is confident 
that Britain is right to be in 
Afghanistan. 

He said: “We have the strong¬ 
est possible plan and we have 
the resources needed to do the 
job.” 

Paying his final tribute to Cpl 
Scott, Major Charlie Burbridge, 
EGYPT Squadron Leader, said: 
“Scotty was a central figure in 
my squadron - fun-loving, 
thoughtful, honest and effective. 

“In short, he was the perfect 
soldier, both in the field and at 
home. 

“He was a loving family man 
whose devotion to his wife and 
children was obvious. 

“They were the most import¬ 
ant part of his life and always 
placed them before his career. 

“Our prayers are for them 
Nicola, Kai and Brooke.”

‘Miracle worker 
Jodi is my hero’ 


A PENSIONER who was 
resuscitated by a teenager 
after he collapsed and 
stopped breathing says it 
was a “miracle” his life was 
saved. 

As reported in last week’s 
Weekly News, lohn Hullock, 78, 
was at Cambridge railway station 
on Tuesday, June 30, when he 
suddenly collapsed. 

But help was close at hand 
when 16-year-old Jodi Page used 
her cardiopulmonary resus¬ 
citation (CPR) skills learnt while 
in the Army Cadets to get him 
breathing. 

Using a special shield to cover 
Mr Hullock’s lips, she began 
resuscitation, bandaged a cut on 
his neck and placed him in the 
recovery position until ambu¬ 
lance staff arrived.

And the pair were reunited at 
the station last Tuesday, exactly 
one week later, so he could say 
thank you to Jodi. 

Mr Hullock, of Cromwell Road, 
Cambridge, said: “I was going on 
an outing from Wesley Methodist 
Church, Christ’s Pieces, to 
London to see six old churches 
near Liverpool Street. 

“I walked from my house to 
the station and got there at 
8.30am. Then I had a blackout of 
some description. 

“I was told after I recovered I 
had stopped breathing. Jodi used 
her first aid training to admin¬ 
ister CPR. 

“If Jodi had not done this for 
me I am sure that I would not be 


alive today. As a Christian I think 
it was a miracle.” 

Mr Hullock, a former teacher 
for 40 years at three city primary 
schools then spent his first ever 
night in a hospital. 

He said: “I have never fainted 
in my life before and I had never 
spent a night in hospital.” 

He thanked the staff at the 
station and Addenbrooke’s for 
their help, and the ambulance 
crew, but had special praise for 
Jodi, a Long Road Sixth Form 
College student from Chetti- 
sham. 

He said: “I am very proud of 
Jodi Page. I admire her especially 
for doing this for me, a complete 
stranger. 

“If only there were more 
people like Jodi in this world 
today. It would be a far better 
place to live in.”

Boy recovering 
after virus alert 


A CASE of swine flu 
has been confirmed 
at a school in Soham. 

One pupil at the 
Weatheralls Primary 
School, on Pratt 
Street, has contracted 
the illness. 

The school’s head¬ 
mistress, Chrissy Bar¬ 
clay, confirmed on 
Tuesday that a 5-year- 
old boy had caught 
the H1N1 virus. 

But the school re¬ 
mained open while 
the pupil recovered at 
home. 

Mrs Barclay said: “I 
can confirm that a 
pupil, a 5-year-old 
boy, has got swine flu. 

“But we are follow¬ 
ing the health pro¬ 
tection agencies’ and 
local authority’s ad¬ 
vice and he is recov¬ 
ering at home. 

“At the end of the 
day, we have more 
than 460 pupils so we 
were never going to 
close because one 
child had the illness.” 

The news came a 
week after Busy Bees 
Playgroup, in Little- 
port, was forced to 
close its doors for two 
days after a child was 
diagnosed with the 


potentially lethal 
virus. 

The centre, which 
operates from the vill¬ 
age’s Millfield Primary 
School, shut its doors 
last Monday and 
Tuesday as a pre¬ 
caution. 

Nearby, Burwell 
Village College pri¬ 
mary school closed 
for a week following 
confirmation of three 
cases of swine flu. A 
number of schools in 
and around Cam¬ 
bridge have also been 
affected. 

If you think your 
child may have swine 
flu, you should check 
their symptoms on 
www.nhs.uk, call NHS 
Direct on 0845 46 47, 
or the Swine Flu 
information line on 
0800 1 513513. 

If you are still con¬ 
cerned, call your GP, 
who can provide a 
diagnosis over the 
phone, and may sugg¬ 
est a course of anti¬ 
viral drug treatment. 

If your doctor does 
advise anti-viral treat¬ 
ment for the child, 
parents should let the 
school know as soon 
as possible.

Teen made threat 
to kill entire family 


A TEENAGER tried to strangle his 
father before threatening to kill him 
and the rest of his family, a court 
heard. 

Mark Peterson spat at his dad, fohn, 
threw him on the floor and stamped on his 
leg after a heated argument at the family 
home got out of control. 

The 19-year-old threatened to burn the 
house down with his mother and 16-year- 
old brother inside. 

Having been brought before the courts by 
his father, Peterson pleaded guilty to assault 
by beating at Ely Magistrates’ Court. 

He has since been thrown out of the 
family home in The Hamlet, Chettisham, 
after die “horrifying” row on fune 30. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: “The 
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family had been eating dinner together in 
the kitchen before Mr Peterson’s father 
retired to the sitting room to watch 
television. 

“He then heard raised voices coming 
from the kitchen, which is where his wife, 
Mark and his other son were. 

“The next thing he knew, his son, Mark, 
stormed into the room and said ‘let’s go 
outside and sort this out’. Mr Peterson 
refused to go outside, which is when Mark 
launched himself upon his father with both 
hands around his throat.” 

Peterson, a carpenter, then ripped his 
father’s T-shirt and hurled him to the floor. 


“He then spat in his face and warned his 
father that if he called the police he would 
kill him and burn the house down with all of 
them inside,” said Miss Mardell. 

Peterson also pleaded guilty to a charge 
of criminal damage to property worth £200. 

Sue Griffin, presiding magistrate, ad¬ 
journed the case for pre-sentence reports to 
be prepared. 

She said: “This is horrifying and very 
worrying. There are obviously big issues 
here and we are keeping all of our 
sentencing options open, which means we 
are not excluding the option of custody.” 

Peterson will appear before magistrates 
again on August 6. He was released on bail 
and told not to contact his father or go to 
the family home at any time. 


Speed limits set to fall under 20mph zone trials 


A NUMBER of roads across the 
Ely area have been earmarked 
to trial 20mph zones. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s policy on 20mph 
speed limits was reviewed 
earlier this year in light of work 
undertaken in cities such as 
Portsmouth and Newcastle. 

If the trial period is succ¬ 
essful, speed limits on Ely’s Ship 


Lane, Waterside, Willow Walk 
and Victoria Street could drop 
to 20mph. Castlehythe, Annes- 
dale, Chief’s Street, Cromwell 
Road and Bernard Street will 
also be considered. 

Main Street, Globe Lane and 
Hitches Street in Littleport, and 
Soham’s High Street, Church- 
gate Street, White Hart Lane and 
Market Street, could also be 


restricted to 20mph. 

A council spokesman said 
there would be one trial area 
per district, due to start before 
May next year. Each trial must 
be delivered within a budget of 
£17,000, which will pay for new 
signs and road marking. 

Cllr Mac McGuire, deputy 
leader and cabinet member for 
highways at the council, said: 


“This is part of the council's 
commitment to reduce acci¬ 
dents and create routes where 
people feel safer. 

“We hope the trial will help 
reduce accidents even further 
and have the knock-on effect of 
encouraging more people to 
use alternative transport such 
as bicycles as they feel traffic is 
slower.” 
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Tots get cracking 
on care for chicks

over a brood of new arrivals. 

Five fluffy chicks have hatched in an 
incubator at Mepal and Witcham Pre- 
School. 

Having set the eggs and monitored them 
regularly over the three-week hatching 
period, pupils were shocked to find five out 
of the seven eggs had hatched. 

The babies - two of which are yellow, two 
black and one grey - are now being fed and 
watered by the youngsters and staff. 

Helen Phillips, the pre-school’s play 
leader, said: “This is the first time we have 
ever done anything like this and it has been 
brilliant. 

“The children have been so interested in it 
all, right from the moment we set the eggs in 
the incubator to the moment they hatched. 

“Even pupils from the primary school 
have been coming in to have a look. 

“We are so grateful to local lady Rebecca 
Jarvis who kindly donated the eggs to us.”

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A RAINBOW of colours 
flowed into church when 
hundreds of mourners 
paid their last respects to 
inspirational cancer 
fundraiser Liam Fair- 
hurst. 

About 200 people swapped 
black for bright colours to 
celebrate the life of the cour¬ 
ageous 14-year-old and his 
achievements during his four- 
year battle with the illness. 

As family, friends, school 
mates and others who knew 
Liam gathered inside the 
church last Friday, hordes of 
people lined the street to say 
their final goodbyes. 

The heroic teenager’s funeral 
took place at the Church of 
Our Lady and St Etheldreda in 
Newmarket, followed by a pro¬ 
cession and private burial in 
Soham. 

As the procession moved 
towards the burial place, hund¬ 
reds of people gathered out¬ 
side Soham Village College, 
where Liam was a pupil, to pay 
their respects. 

Liam died peacefully at his 
home in Soham on Tuesday, 
June 30, with his family at his 
bedside. He leaves his mum 
and dad, Sarah and Mark, and 
his brother, Callum. 

At the funeral, his mum read 
a touching poem she had 
written about her son, ending 
with: “I love you to the moon 



and back mate”. 

Tributes were also made by 
one of Liam’s best friends, 
Liam Harlow, representatives 
from children’s cancer care 
charity CLIC Sargent, and 
other family members. 

The service also included 
beautiful readings, prayers, 
hymns and a communion, 
during which a song called 
Liam’s Smile was played. 

And there was not a dry eye 
in the house when Liam’s 
coffin was taken out with M 
People’s Proud playing in the 
background. 

The awe-inspiring teen 
raised more than £320,000 for 
CLIC Sargent despite battles 
against tumours in his leg and 
lung. Liam’s bravery earned 
him meetings with Prince Will¬ 
iam and the Prime Minister 
and the accolade of Child of 
Courage at the Pride of Britain 
Awards - all of which were 
highlighted during the 
touching funeral service. 

Liam began his fundraising 
campaign in December 2006 
when his best friend and fellow 
cancer sufferer, Jack Wilkinson, 


died at the age of 12. 

Liam started with a mile- 
long sponsored swim - despite 
a synovial sarcoma in his leg 
preventing him from walking 
that distance. 

He then persuaded a panel 
of millionaires, including Lord 
Archer and Duncan Banna- 
tyne, to donate more than 
£50,000 to fund a CLIC Sargent 
holiday home on the ITV show 
Fortune: The Million Pound 
Giveaway. 

In March 2007, Liam was 
diagnosed with cancer in his 
lung - but immediately set a 
fundraising target of £100,000. 

And he continued raising 
money despite struggles 
against tumours in his leg and 
lung that left him confined to a 
wheelchair at times.

New centre to 
boost recycling 


AN ULTRA-modern new re¬ 
cycling centre is on its way 
to a village near Ely. 

Planning chiefs have given the 
go-ahead for a state-of-the-art 
indoor recycling hub inWitchford. 

The facility will be the first 
custom-built centre of its kind in 
Cambridgeshire. 

Cllr Roy Pegram, Cambridgeshire 
County Council's cabinet member 
for growth infrastructure and 
strategic planning, said: “This new 
facility will be a real benefit to local 
communities in East Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

“Cambridgeshire is among the 
top counties in the country when it 
comes to recycling and composting 
but this will help people recycle 
even more of their rubbish.” 

The new centre is part of the 
county council’s commitment to

reducing climate change and will 
be built next to the existing high¬ 
ways depot. 

Cambridgeshire already recycles 
and composts more than 50 per 
cent of its rubbish. 

The facility, which will will re¬ 
place the existing Grunty Fen 
recycling centre, will be split level, 
meaning people will not need to 
climb steps with heavy rubbish. 

It will also be contained indoors 
to reduce noise and windblown 
litter. Extensive landscaping will 
also surround the centre. 

Work on the development will 
begin next spring, with die building 
set to open by autumn 2010. 

The news comes more than two 
years after Witchford was high¬ 


lighted as one of the UK’s recycling 
hotspots. 

A survey showed that village 
residents recycled 77 per cent of 
their rubbish - the national average 
is 27 per cent. 

The scheme was given the green 
light last Thursday at the council’s 
development control committee 
with various strict conditions that 
must be met. 

One of the conditions is that 
controls are put in place to restrict 
litter around the site at all times. 

Cllr Phil Read, chairman of the 
committee, said: “This centre will 
be a step change in the facilities 
that East Cambridgeshire residents 
are used to. 

“We have listened carefully to 
local concerns and made sure this 
new centre will be a real benefit for 
the area.”

Jury hears of death in 
bale crushing tragedy 


A DEVOTED father was 
crushed to death when a 
half-tonne straw bale fell 
on him, an inquest heard. 

Gary Darnell, 53, died in¬ 
stantly at the Elean Power Stat¬ 
ion in Sutton on September 16 
last year. 

Employed as a lorry driver, he 
was unloading straw when one 
of the bales toppled off a crane 
and directly on to him. 

Three men tried to lift the bale 
off him but he was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

David Morris, coroner for 
south and west Cambridgeshire, 
read the jury’s verdict of acci¬ 
dental death at Huntingdon Law 
Courts last week. 

The medical cause of death

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was recorded as mechanical 
asphyxia - meaning the external 
pressure of the bale prevented 
him from breathing. 

Nigel Ward, who was driving 
the crane at the power station 
when the accident happened, 
gave evidence at the inquest. 

He said: “When the bale fell 
from the crane I ran down the 
steps and called for help. 

“I saw that it had fallen dir¬ 
ectly on to Mr Darnell so rushed 
over to get a forklift to try and lift 
it off him. 

“I managed to lift it a bit but 
not enough, as they weigh so 
much, about half a tonne. 


“All I could see was his feet. 
People then rushed over to help 
but it was too late. Another bale 
also fell but avoided him.” 

Mr Darnell, who lived in Bar¬ 
way, left behind his wife of 34 
years, Yvonne, three children, 
Lee, 34, Jamie, 32, and Nikki, 31, 
and four grandchildren. 

The inquest also heard how 
Mr Darnell, who was a driver for 
haulage firm Eastern Earth¬ 
works, had been given no train¬ 
ing in health and safety by the 
firm. 

But Mr Morris said: “It is not 
blame that we are looking for 
here, it is the facts. 

“There has been no evidence 
brought to this court to suggest 
that there was any gross negli¬ 
gence.”

However, the Health and Safe¬ 
ty Executive (HSE) is still invest¬ 
igating the accident site. 


Gavin Bull, an HSE inspector, 
said: “Investigations are still 
ongoing. Now we have had the 
inquest, we can make the dec¬ 
ision as to whether we take any 
further action or not.” 

Elean Power Station, which 
burns 200,000 tonnes of straw a 
year, is one of five power stations 
owned by EPR, which produce 
around 10 per cent of the UK's 
renewable energy. 

Speaking after the inquest, Mr 
Darnell’s wife, Yvonne, said: “The 
result of the inquest feels like 
there has been a closure to 
another chapter of dealing with 
Gary’s death. 

“There were no surprises at all 
and it is just a shame that some¬ 
one had to lose their life in such 
away.”

Brown was putting his foot down 
along the A141 at Gaunt Fen when a 
speed camera clocked him travelling at 
the “shocking” speed in his Range Rover 
on January 12. 

The legal speed limit for the road is 
60mph. 

Brown, of West Anstey, South Molton, 
pleaded guilty to speeding at Ely Magi¬ 
strates’ Court last week. 

Tom Urwin, mitigating, said his client 
was in a “desperate” state at the time of 
the offence. 

He added: “This really was an emerg¬ 
ency on his behalf and he desperately

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needed the toilet. 

“He did not realise how fast he was 
going.” 

Brown, who already had four points 
on his licence for speeding offences, 
pleaded with magistrates not to ban 
him. 

He said: “I am really concerned about 
the effect a ban will have on my live¬ 
stock. I need my car for urgent situat¬ 
ions, like calving. Sometimes I need to 
get out to my cows at lam.” 

But the bench banned him for a total 
of eight weeks and fined him £450. 

Sue Griffin, presiding magistrate, said: 
“This in a shocking speed you were 
driving at. 

“The roads might be different in 
Devon but our Fen roads are lethal. The 
speed you were travelling at made them 
even more so.” 

Brown was also ordered to pay £35 
court costs and £15 victim surcharge.

Exploding tyre killed 
lorry driver in lay-by 


Man hurt 
in bonfire 
accident 

A MAN was taken to 
hospital after burning 
himself on an out-of- 
control bonfire. 

Firefighters from 
Sutton were called to 
reports of the bonfire on 
Windmill Walk at 
around 4.55pm on Sun¬ 
day. 

They arrived to find 
that the fire was out but 
one adult male had to 
be taken to hospital 
with burns. 

The cause of the fire 
was accidental. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue Service, 
said: “We would advise 
anyone starting a bon¬ 
fire or barbecue to en¬ 
sure that they locate the 
fire well away from 
anything flammable 
such as a fence, trees or 
buildings. 

“If the fire does not 
light, do not be tempted 
to use flammable 
liquids to start the fire 
as this could cause an 
explosion and could 
cause those nearby to 
suffer from injuries.” 

Crews returned to 
base by 5.50pm. 


A LORRY driver died when a tyre 
exploded as he was trying to 
remove rocks and debris jammed 
between the back wheels, an 
inquest heard. 

Marshall Bell, 51, had stopped in a lay¬ 
by on the A14 where he was seen working 
with a hammer and chisel to remove the 
debris. 

Passing drivers reported seeing his 
body thrown in the air by the force of the 
explosion. 

Mr Bell, of East Fen Common, Soham, 
died from chest injuries despite efforts by 
an emergency medical practitioner to 
revive him. Dr Peter Dean, Suffolk 
coroner, recorded a verdict of accidental 
death at the inquest held at the 
Athenaeum in Bury St Edmunds. 

The inquest heard that the tyres on Mr 
Bell’s tipper lorry were inflated to 110 
pounds per square inch. 

He had earlier delivered 10 tonnes of 
sharp sand in the Stowmarket area. 

Mr Bell had then stopped in a lay-by at 
Haughley where witnesses saw the lorry 
parked with the tipper raised and Mr Bell 
leaning over the rear tyres with hammer 
and chisel. 

Other drivers who witnessed the

incident, which happened at around 
12.20pm on March 26, said there was a 
loud explosion and one said they heard a 
second tyre hissing afterwards. 

The coroner read a statement from Ian 
Osier, a director of Geoff Hobbs Haulage 
who employed Mr Bell, in which he said 
that health and safety training had been 
given covering the procedure for 
removing debris from between the twin 
tyres on lorry axles. 

Mr Osier said that the tyres should be 
deflated or the wheels removed if the 
debris could not be easily removed. 

The training did not advocate the use 
of a hammer and chisel. 

A report by Pc Kevin Fuller, read by the 
coroner, said that a hammer, chisel and 
iron bar were found at the scene. 

One of the tyres had a split which could 
have been caused by a sharp object. 

Debris and stones were found next to 
the tyres. 

Mr Bell, a lorry driver for 30 years, is 
survived by his wife Tracey, 11-year-old 
daughter Daisy and his three step¬ 
children, Bradley Waters, 21, Matthew 
Waters, 18, and 15-year-old Holly Waters.

Stay hot by growing 
your own chillies 


FEELING hot, hot, hot? Well 
if you want the sizzling 
summer atmosphere to 
continue in your cooking, 
you could consider growing 
some patio chillies. 

But do you need a greenhouse 
to grow them, or can you just do it 
outside? 

Indeed, they fare best in the 
shelter of a greenhouse but can 
also be grown outside, and as 
there are more than 1,000 different 
varieties there’s bound to be one to 
suit your taste. 

Last year Which? Gardening, the 
Consumers’ Association 
magazine, put chillies to the test to 
find out which varieties were most 
suited to the outdoors and 
whether they would ripen in what 
turned out to be a very poor 
summer. 

Researchers grew 20 varieties 
from seed in March and put them 
out in early June, feeding them 
once a week with tomato fertiliser 
after the fruits had set. 

They identified six varieties 
which will do well whatever the 
weather. 

‘Filius Blue’, a medium-strength 
chilli with masses of brightly- 
coloured fruits turning from green 
to bluish purple and then red, was 
voted Best Buy. 

It’s ideal for patio pots or 
hanging baskets, and in the trial 
produced around 65 small, cherry¬ 
like fruits per plant, of which more 
than half had ripened by the end 
of the trial in October. 

The other winner was ‘Aurora’, a 
compact plant producing loads of 
slightly hotter chillies which 
ripened well, going from purple to

orange to bright red by the 
autumn. 

The fruits are short and pointed, 
measuring around 27mm in 
length, held above attractive dark 
green foliage, and are ideal for 
smaller pots and window baskets. 
Both these varieties are available 
from Cookoo Box Chillies 
( www.cookooboxchillies.com or 
call 07749 828 168) andW 
Robinson & Son 
{www. mammothonion.co. uk or 
01524 791210). 

Other good performers 
included ‘Prairie Fire’, an 
interesting-looking type which 
produces upward-pointing fruits 
which ripen from pale lemon 
through orange to bright red. They 
become bushy plants, producing 
enough foliage to fill patio pots. 
However, only 15 per cent of the 
fiery fruits had turned bright red 
by die end of the trial. 

‘Orozco’ and ‘Newmex Twilight’ 
did well outside as ornamental 
plants, but relatively few fruits 
ripened, while ‘Gold Nugget’ 
produced an abundance of small, 
rounded decorative fruits, many of 
which ripened. 

There were some turkeys in the 
trial, though, varieties which didn’t

produce many ripe fruits and 
didn’t look pretty either, including 
‘Balloon’, ‘Fish’ and ‘Friar’s Hat’. 

If you want to have a go with 
chillies, sow seeds in March in a 
propagator or on a warm window¬ 
sill, prick out seedlings into indi¬ 
vidual pots and then pot on until 
they are ready to place in their final 
25-30cm diameter container. 

Support the stems with canes 
when the fruit is developing on all 
but the smallest types and keep 
plants indoors until all risk of frost 
has passed. Water them when the 
compost is dry to the touch.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Salvia 

The deep purples and blues of 
these wonderful hardy perennials 
can create a focal point in borders 
or informal areas of the garden. 

The plants, which grow to around 
60cm (2ft), produce wonderful 
spikes of colour and their flowers 
attract bees and butterflies. They 
thrive in all reasonable garden soils 
in sun or light shade, although they 
vary in winter hardiness and 
length of flowering time. Cut off 
the flower spikes as soon as they 
fade to keep the plants blooming 
into September. Mulch well in 
spring with well-rotted organic 
matter and give them a liquid feed 
a couple of times during the 
summer. Good varieties include S. 
nemerosa ‘Ostfriesland’, S. x 
sylvestris ‘May Night’ and 
’Blauhugel’. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Summer Cabbage 
You should be harvesting early 
varieties of summer cabbages now, 
when the heads feel firm and 
before the leaves are attacked by 
mealy aphid or caterpillars. 

Cabbages are greedy feeders, so 
they need to be planted in soil 
which has been previously 
enriched with plenty of organic 
matter, and they prefer a slightly 
alkaline soil. 

For the earliest crop, sow quick¬ 
maturing varieties in pots in 
February, keep them in an 
unheated greenhouse or other 
sheltered spot and water regularly. 
They should be planted out 
around April or May, when they are 
around 12cm tall, with at least four 
leaves. Water the pots or seedbed 
well and plant the seedlings so that 
the base of the first pair of leaves 
sits on the soil surface, then water 
in. 

Allow 45cm diameter per plant 
in a border or one plant to a 20cm 
pot. Cover newly-planted cabbages 
with fleece or fine netting 
supported on plastic hoops to 
prevent flies getting near your 
crops, and stopping other flying 
pests such as file flea beetle, mealy 
cabbage aphids and cabbage white 
butterflies. Good early cabbages 
include ‘Derby Day’, ‘Hispi’ and 
‘Golden Acre Primo’.

New 3 is rather good company 


THE outgoing Mazda3 was 
hardly old-fashioned in terms of 
its exterior design, but the new 
model really raises the game 
with sharper, bolder and 
sportier looks, writes Richard M 
Hammond. 

It’s a functional design, too, with 
improved aerodynamics, increased 
fuel economy and reduced road and 
wind noise. 

After the exterior changes, it’s the 
difference inside the cabin that will be 
most noticeable for drivers of the 
outgoing Mazda3. Considerably 
quieter than before, particularly with 
a smoother petrol engine, the interior 
boasts a pleasantly high level of 


refinement at motorway speeds. 

That’s backed up by a marked 
improvement in overall interior 
quality, too. Soft touch plastics bring 
the interior trim to a level that 
matches and in some cases beats the 
better selling opposition, while the 
level of equipment available - 
depending on trim level - is 
impressive. 

Greater refinement and interior 
quality helps raise the Mazda3’s game 
considerably, but it was already in 
good company as far as driving was 
concerned. Like the previous model it 
shares a platform with the Ford Focus 
- a model highly regarded for its on¬ 
road abilities. 

As a result of the sophisticated 


underpinnings, the Mazda3 is 
extremely competent on the road. 

Mazda’s own suspension settings 
are a little firmer, deliberately 
designed to counter body roll. In fact, 
the whole body has been stiffened to 
improve its road manners. 

This equates to a less forgiving ride 
than some of its competitors, but also 
amplifies the keen road holding. A 
very confident car through corners, it 
is reassuring and predictable to drive. 

It should also be more fuel efficient 
than the outgoing model. The 
previously mentioned aerodynamics 
lower drag, requiring less effort from 
the engines and saving fuel in return. 
As far as the popular 1.6-litre petrol 
unit is concerned, that means a very

respectable average fuel consumption 
figure and CO 2 emissions down to less 
than 150g/km from more than 
160g/km. 

Smooth, refined and free-revving, 
the 1.6-litre is an excellent trade-off 
for drivers willing to forgo outright 


performance for much improved 
running costs. Although it runs out of 
puff sooner than the two-litre petrol 
and 1.6-litre diesel units uphill, well¬ 
spaced ratios in the five-speed 
manual gearbox and a body lightened 
as with the Mazda2, overcome the 
shortfall in power and torque. 

As a family vehicle, the reduced 
running costs of the 1.6-litre petrol 
unit make perfect sense, as does the 
traditional five-door layout. Boot 
space is ample for a car in this 
segment and the rear bench will seat 
three children comfortably. 

With improvements in almost every 
arena, Mazda’s new family hatchback 
looks set to continue as the manufac¬ 
turer’s most popular model. 


Latest Astra offers 
storage solutions 


IT’S a tough time for the car 
industry but British-built 
vehicles are staging a strong 
comeback in the face of all the 
doom and gloom. 

BMW is celebrating the 
landmark of 1.5 million Minis 
produced. 

And the Vauxhall Astra is 
another vehicle that will prove 
vital to the future of Britain’s 
car industry when its latest 
model goes on sale here in late 
autumn. 

Mark Adams, vice-president 
of design for Vauxhall’s parent 
company GM Europe, says the 
latest Astra continues with the 
same styling cues seen in the 
good-looking Insignia, but 
with a more individual look to 
avoid the sense of‘cloning’. 

But it could turn out to be 
one of those cars whose 
interior attributes stimulate 
sales. The Astra’s cabin is 
roomier than before and there 
are some clever storage 
solutions, too. 

A survey found the 20 most 
common glovebox items were 
pens, coins, a torch, a road 
atlas, a parking disc, 
sunglasses, a wallet, paper 
tissues, a mobile phone, CDs, 



sweets, cups, magazines, 
newspapers, fruit, a first aid kit, 
a jacket, a drinks bottle - and, 
of course, gloves. 

So just where are they all 
going to go? The driver gets a 
clever mini-glovebox, and 
there’s the option of an under¬ 
seat drawer on the passenger 
side. 

A sunglasses case has been 
inserted above the door open¬ 
ing on the driver’s side, coin 
slots and pen holders are 
moulded into the inside edge 
of the lid of the glovebox while 
a second mini-glovebox has 
been added just below the light 
switch. 

The centre console can 
accommodate nine CD cases, 
with an insert for two cup 
holders, and rear passengers 
also benefit with a 12-volt 
connection available for MP3 
players, plus space for drinks 
bottles.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls.

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Send off change of address cards. 

_ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day.

AN emotional Phil Harrison won 
his first major trophy by becoming 
Foster’s World 8 Ball Pool 
Champion. 

Close to tears after a gruelling 11-7 
victory over hot favourite Mick Hill, 
the Sutton cueman took home a 
cheque for £10,000. 

“That’s the nearly-man title gone,” 
smiled 35-year-old Harrison, who 
had lost in four previous semi-finals 
before beating Adam Davis this time 
around at the tournament in 
Blackpool. 

After one of the longest finals in 
the competition’s 17-year history, the 
seventh seed admitted the pressure 
was getting to him.

“I wish I had lost in the first 
round,” mused Hill, who spent most 
of the three-and-a-half hour final 
shaking his head in frustration. 



Goldie fitness battle after title win 



GOLDIE Sayers captured her seventh consecutive 
Aviva UK Championship title in Birmingham - but 
admitted she faces a race against time to be fit for 
next month’s World Championships in Berlin. 

The 26-year-old Ely star made a shock return to 
action, having been diagnosed with a stress fracture 
to her lower back less than two months ago. 

But using a shortened run-up, Sayers, who 
finished fourth at the Beijing Olympics, achieved a 
best throw of 55.33m to take the title in what was 
only her second competition of the season. 

And while Sayers is aiming to get another 
competition under her belt at the Aviva London 
Grand Prix in Crystal Palace later this month, she 
was the first to admit the countdown to Berlin is 
already well under way. 

“I only came here today to win and enjoy the buzz 
of the competition. I used a restricted run-up to 
protect my back and that affected my performance,” 
she said. 

“When you reduce your run-up it also affects your 
timing and that showed. This was a good training 
session and is not measure of where I am right now. 

“I hope to use a full run-up at Crystal Palace and 
that will give me a better indication. 

“I am sure I can add another 10 metres by having 
my normal run-up. It could be a race against time 
for the worlds, but we will see.”
